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POLICE UNIFORM AND EQUIPMENT TERM CONTRACT 

For furnishing during the period of the contract and at the prices indicated, the 
requirements of the commodities listed herein, which may be required by the City of 
Fort Wayne Board of Public Safety, Police Department, from time to time. 

The quantities for this contract period are undetermined, and it Is assumed that 
replacement of garments and other equipment will constitute the main demand. 

It should be noted, however; that a renewal provision, if mutually agreed, is included 
in this bid, which may serve to extend the agreement over a period of two years instead 
of one year. 

DELIVERY AND CONTRACT PERIOD: 

The commodities shall be delivered to the Fort Wayne Police Department, beginning not 
later than 40 days after the date of the award and continuing through December 31, 1976. 
Failure of the contractor to make delivery with 40 days of the date of an order will be 
sufficient cause for cancellation of this contract by the City without further liability 
on the part of the City. The cancellation provision is optional with the City only. 

PRICING, INVOICING: 

Prices shall Include delivery to Fort Wayne and shall be submitted In the bidders 
proposal section included in the document. 

Prices are requested in two categories, in regard to garments and leather goods. 
Garments shall be priced "tailored to fit". 

Leather goods, "Leather" and "Corfam". 

All Invoices shall be submitted in duplicate to the contracting agency, together 
with the proper'claim form. , - 

MEASUREMENTS. FIT. AND FITTING 

The contractor shall take all measurements, and be responsible for the same. AM 
garments shall be tailored to fit, and the contractor shall make all alterations 
necessary to accomplish a satisfactory fit, without charge. 
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MATERIAL 

All material shall be new, and of the best quality of the type specified herein. AM 
cloth shall be the brands and number specified, or an approved equal. 

SAMPLES 

The apparent lowest and best bidder may, at the option of the City, be required to 
furnish a sample garment and other apparel to determine compliance with the specifications. 
Sample articles not in compliance shall be returned for corrections, The City reserves 
the right to dismantle each sample for inspection. 

GENERAL 

Wherever the work "bidder” appears in this document, it shall mean contractor. Where 
the work "City" is used, it means the contracting agency of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana. 
ANY BIDDER LOCATED OUTSIDE OF ALLEN COUNTY MUST HAVE A LOCAL REPRESENTATIVE TO PERFORM 
DELIVERY OF GARMENTS AND ANY ALTERATIONS TO SAME. 

OPTIONAL RENEWAL 

By mutual agreement between the City and the Contractor, the contract period may be 
extended for an additional period not to exceed One (1) year. However; the agreement 
to extend must be completed in writing not less than 30 days prior to December 31, 1976. 

The contract may be extended only at the same price and under the same conditions 
covering the original contract. Estimated requirements for the optional renewal period 
herein are estimated to approximate the estimated qualities set forth in the initial 
contract period; however, as provided above, the estimated amount shall in no way 
govern the amount required during any optional renewal period.
